zoyy S there ever a really first-class German 

band to be heard on the streets nowa- 
| days? I doubt it. Those of us who 
| are older than we want to be can re- 
| member a time when some capital 
= combinations of itinerant players 
might have been encountered in some quiet West 
Ind square or street, not only in London, but in the 
larger provincial towns. In the October number 
of Blackwood there is an exceedingly interesting 
article about one of these bands—a company of eight 
capable instrumentalists, who played regularly in 
the streets of Edinburgh from 1867 to 1872. The 
conductor was a certain Herr Gilcher, of Essweiler, 
in Rhenish Bavaria, and the répertoire included the 
best operatic overtures and the classic waltzes of 
Lanner, Labitzky, the Strausses, and Gungl. The 
writer of the article recently tracked the players to 
their own home, and found the old conductor en- 
gaged in farming, having earned a competence in 
this country and America. It is exceedingly 
pleasant to be reminded of this “golden age” of 
street bands at a time when we have nothing but 
“cuss words” for the average German band. But 
why doesn’t some enterprising native of the Father- 
land get together a good band?

The formation of the Queen’s Hall Orchestra, 
Limited, is a sign of the times which looks promising 
for orchestral musicians. No one ever made a 
fortune out of orchestral concerts ; and it is therefore 
gratifying to find a sufficient number of capitalists 
with so great a love for the higher forms of music 
that they are willing to sink their money for the sake 
of having it well interpreted, without the expectation 
of profit, or, at any rate, of substantial dividends. 
Very few people know how much it costs to give an 
orchestral concert. We are assured on good 
authority that a modern band of from ninety to a 
hundred and ten performers costs about £100, with- 
out counting the conductor’s fee, the charge for the 
hall, hire of band parts, and advertising. The total 
cost of a London orchestral concert is not far below 
£250. On the top of this sum must be added the 
amounts paid to soloists, vocal or instrumental, 
without which a modern concert is not regarded as 
complete. No wonder that this form of musical 
entertainment so often fails to pay. 


I am glad to hear of the promotion of Mr. E. A. 
Baughan to be musical critic of the Daily News. 
Mr. Baughan is one of the best writers on music 
that we have, and his appointment is the more 
gratifying in that it has come without seeking. For 
years he has hammered away at editors to give 
musical criticism more attention, and now here 
is a real live editor of an important daily who, of 
his own accord, means to make musical criticism a 
feature. The Daily News criticisms will be signed, 
and Mr. Baughan will be paid a salary for his entire 
services, except on monthlies and non-musical sub- 


jects. This means that he will have to give up the 


Musical Standard, which he has edited for ten years 
with eminent success. I shall be interested in learn- 
ing the name of Mr. Baughan’s successor. If only 
he can succeed in getting the publisher to keep the 
letterpress and the advertisements entirely apart, he 
will do the readers of the Musical Standard a 
distinct service. 





I see that Mr. F. J. Crowest, who has already 
placed several musical books to his credit, is about 
to give us a volume of four hundred pages, entitled 
“ Musicians’ Wit, Humour, and Anecdote.” I hope 
he will not forget to draw on Rossini, who, of all the 
great composers, had surely the prettiest wit. I 
don’t know a better story than that which tells of his 
encounter with the amateur composer who came 
to ask his opinion of an elegy he had just written 
for Meyerbeer’s obsequies. ‘ Well,” said Rossini, 
“if you really want my opinion, I think it would have 
been better if you had died and Meyerbeer had 
written the elegy.” Rossini loved the amateur 
composer as little as Handel loved the parson who 
wrote concertos. “Maestro,” said one to him, “do 
you remember that famous dinner given you in 
Milan, when they served a gigantic macaroni pie? 
Well, I was seated next you.” “Indeed,” replied 
Rossini; “I remember the macaroni perfectly, but I 
fail to recognise you.” The composer was born on 
the 29th of February—in leap year, of course. This 
was always a grand joke with him. When he was 
seventy-two he invited his friends to celebrate his 
“eighteenth birthday.” It was perfectly right. I 
wish I had been born on the 29th of February. After 
a certain period of life it is disconcerting to have a 
birthday every year, unless, indeed, your friends 
send you bank-notes, which they never do! 

So the I.S.M. have dropped their Registration of 
Musicians Bill! I always expected they would—not 
willingly, but of necessity. The profession itself has 
never been unanimous about the expediency of 
“registering” musicians, and there were too many 
practical difficulties in the way of such a measure. 
It may be—nay, it is—desirable to keep quacks and 
incompetents out of the profession; but the liberty 
of the subject will never in this country be interfered 
with so far as to prevent a parent sending his child 
to be taught music by whomsoever he pleases. 
There is always the question of the poor musical 
governess, too, who certainly does not need the high- 
class qualifications desirable, for example, in a 
R.A.M. professor, and whose means of livelihood 
no House of Commons, I hope, would consent to 
take away. And so of the I.S.M. Registration Bill 
let us say, Reguiescat in pace.

3 HE winter prospects for the Cantata 
Choir are exceedingly promising, if 
one may judge from the large and 
enthusiastic gathering which as- 
sembled at the opening meeting.

and maidens, presided over by their popular and in- 
defatigable conductor, Mr. W. Binns. The Rev.

(e—se9 HIS is not only the finest church 
: building in Scarborough, but may 
also be set down as one of the finest 
blocks of Free Church buildings in 
the kingdom. It was completed 
"in 1865 at a cost of about £20,000, 
nearly half the amount being subscribed by Sir 
Titus Salt, Bart. Its first minister was the Rev. 
kk. Balgarnie, and, as he records, “the South Cliff 
Church is the child of the Bar Church, and was 
born, not of strife and division, but of Christian 
love, unity, and peace, animated with a supreme 
desire to extend the Kingdom of Christ in Scar- 
borough.” Mr. Balgarnie 
resigned in 1887. Then 
followed for three years 
the Rey. Arthur Vine Hall, 
and afterwards the Rey. H. 
H. Carlisle, B.A., whose 
son a few years ago suc- 
ce2ded the Rev. J. D. Jones 
at Lincoln. For some time 
after Mr. Carlisie ieft, the 
Church appears to have 
got into rather “low 
water,” and there was cveu 
some talk of closing it last 
winter (it being so difficult 
to keep it going during the 
winter months). The 
situation was, however, 
saved, as the Trustees and 
Deacons were fortunate in 
prevailing upon the Rev. 
A. G. Rogers, M.A.,, 
D.D. (son of Dr. Guin- 
ness Rogers), to undertake 
the pastorate. Dr. Rogers 
had previously held several 
pastorates in America, ex- 
tendmg over a period of 
twenty years, and was 
spending a few months at home last winter with his 
much respected father when the call to Scar- 
borough was pressed upon him. . To most men 
the church would have presented insurmountable 
difficulties, but these rather seemed to be the main 
source of attraction to the energetic and hard- 
working doctor, who, like his father, is never hap- 
pier than when in the thick of the fight. So, in 
February last, Dr. Rogers took upon himself the 
herculean task of ministering to a congregation of 
less than a hundred souls in a church capable of 
seating about 1,200 people. The Doctor’s power- 
ful, earnest, and impressive preaching, together 
with his striking personality, soon changed the 
scene, however, and during the summer months 
large crowds of visitors seeking bodily health in 
this popular Yorkshire resort, have been able to

likewise seek spiritual health under Dr. Rogers’ 
most able and powerful ministry. Congregations 
have often filled the church during the height of 
the season, which has been a very distinct en- 
couragement. 

Dr. Rogers is a man in the truest sense of the 
word. Physically he is all one could wish for, and 
would have made a magnificent soldier. It is 
peculiarly impressive to see a noble-looking man in 
the pulpit, and to hear him with a fine, resonant 
voice declaiming great gospels in clear, dignified 
tones, coupled with intense fervour and earnestness. 
This goes a long way to impress humanity in 
general. In praying for 
a new pastor an old Ameri- 
can deacon once _ peti- 
tioned for “a _ young 
middle-aged man with all 
the modern  improve- 
ments.” If in answer to 
this prayer Dr. Rogers had 
been sent, we can quite 
imagine the American 
would have been abun- 
dantly satisfied. One of 
the most interesting series 
of services he has ever con- 
ducted was at Reading 
(America) in the Academy 
of Music. Each service 
lasted about fifty minutes, 
and consisted of two well- 
known hymns, a solo, and 
and address illustrated by 
lime-light views. The 
academy was filled every 
night. The Doctor says 
that lantern services are 
too often vulgarised, but 
with a good lantern, good 
views, and good singing, 
many persons who would 
not attend an ordinary religious service will be at- 
tracted and profited. He has quite a variety of 
subjects, including “The Life of Christ,” “ Pil- 
grim’s Progress,” “ Ben Hur,” the “ Scarlet Letter,” 
and the “ Idylls of the King.” Another feature of 
Dr. Rogers’s work is his elocutionary recitals from 
the works of popular authors. He has already 
given two evenings on these lines this autumn, 
when the Lecture Hall adjoining the church has 
been well filled with most appreciative audiences. 
Later on he hopes to develop some of his popular 
lantern services in Scarborough. In this and many 
other ways he hopes to be a power for good in the 
town and neighbourhood generally, and we fer- 
vently trust that such efforts as he puts forth will be 
strongly backed up by many willing helpers. 

Mr. Francis E. Edmond is the organist and musi- 
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cal director of the church—a position he has occu- 
pied for nine or ten years past. Mr. Edmond is an 
enthusiastic amateur musician and a gentleman of 
very kindly disposition. He delights in his work, 
and has stuck to it splendidly, oftentimes amidst 
very adverse circumstances. Under the new 
pastor, however, he has put new energy into his 
work, and is looking forward to some good times. 
It is very difficult to maintain a good choir during 
the Scarborough season, as so many of the mem- 
bers are too busily engaged to attend rehearsals, 
but now the winter is coming Mr. Edmond hopes to 
get a better musical staff around him, and thus 
make possible a really good musical service on 
Sundays, with occasional performances of oratorio 
and sacred musical works during the week. The 
handsome and spacious church is eminently suited 
for work in this direction, and such should be 
looked upon as part of the church’s programme. 
We would more and more reiterate our propaganda 
that it is a thousand pities that such magnificent 
buildings as these should be allowed to remain 
closed six days out of seven, and the fine organs 
contained therein remain dumb excepting for an 
hour or so on the Sabbath. There is a fine three- 
manual organ with thirty-seven stops, but it sadly 
wants modernising. We were glad to hear that 
a scheme is on foot to spend about £300 on it in 
providing new action, etc. As it now stands 
it is by no means easy to manipulate, but when 
the alterations in its mechanism are completed, as 
we trust will very soon be the case, it will be of 
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great benefit to the church, and especially to Mr. 
Edmond in his ardent endeavours towards progress. 
The services we had the pleasure of attending 
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on October 5th were of an impressive and dignified 


character. The service (both morning and even- 
ing) commenced by singing the Doxology. Amens 
were sung at the conclusion of each prayer. The 
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congregational singing was hearty and good, and 
was effectively accompanied by Mr. Edmond at 
the organ. The choristers were hardly numerous 
enough to sustain an anthem, but in place 
of this the solos, “O God have mercy” (St. 
Paul), “ Peace and Rest” (Batten), and “When 
the day closes” .(King) were sung by Mr. 
Alexander Tucker during the morning and 
evening services. 

Dr. Rogers hopes soon to introduce reading the 
Commandments with musical responses, occasion- 
ally on Sunday mornings ; he also has many other 
good ideas whereby the people themselves shall be 
able to take a greater share in the service of wor- 
ship. He does not want to upset any primitive folk 
if he can possibly help it by his new methods, but 
he is like a “prancing horse” to get on 
and do something towards bringing into the 
Kingdom those who are outside. It rests with 
the Scarborough people in a great measure to 
uphold him and rally round his banner. If 
they will do this, great things may be done in their 
midst.

useful Society was held on Monday, 
October 20th, at 27, Finsbury 
Square, under the presidency of Mr. 
IX. Minshall. The hour fixed (6.30) 
is not altogether so convenient as 
might be, and perhaps that fact accounted for a 
rather small attendance. But the company present 
possessed enough enthusiasm and interest in the 
work of the Union to suffice for twice the number. 

The report was presented by Mr. T. R. Croger, 
who has watched the destinies of the Union from 
the day of its inception with a care which is alto- 
gether admirable. The report, which in spite of 
the injurious action of the railway companies, gave 
a cheery outlook for the future, is appended: 


THE FOURTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 

The year 1901-2 has been the most trying one in 
the experience of the Union. The Railway Com- 
panies, who had raised the fares of our singers from 
the provinces and so reduced the attendance at our 
Annual Festivals for the last two years, had again 
refused to alter their terms, although the Choral 
Festivals’ Committee, a body representing the large 
Choral organisations, and on which the Union has 
influential representatives, had twice petitioned the 
companies, asking a reconsideration of our posi- 
tion. 

During the past year the Union has felt more than 
ever the disastrous effect of the action of the rail- 
way companies. Many of our provincial unions 
are in a state of suspended animation, while some 
have actually ceased to exist. Before the rise ‘n 
railway fares we issued 8,250 books of music for our 
Festival, and in the year just closed only 4,000! 
This last number is good for a choral body such as 
ours, but the smaller issue of books means a reduc- 
tion of the revenue, and increases the working 
expenses, as a smaller number of books cannot be 
produced so economically as a large number. It 
will, therefore, be seen by the cash account that our 
balance in hand has been reduced. 

The Choral Festivals Committee has again, for 
the third time, sent a petition to the railway com- 
panies, and it is our well-grounded hope that this 
time we may obtain some reduction in the fares, 
which had been raised so enormously. For ex- 
ample, in one instance, the rate was raised from 
4s. 3d. to 12s. 6d. 

In former years we obtained all the singers that 
we could well manage to organise from London, the 
suburbs, and the provinces, but when your Com- 
mittee found that those who live at a great distance 
were hindered in joining us, we turned our atten- 
tion, with more force, upon London and _ the 
suburbs, where there are yet many choirs that have 
not joined with us. 

The result was that the final rehearsal for the 
Crystal Palace Festival, held at Bloomsbury Chapel, 
was the most crowded and enthusiastic that we have 
had in that building. The singing, too, was re- 
markable for its fire and finish. Instead of suffer- 
ing from depression we seemed to be more alive 
than ever! 

The Festival held at the Crystal Palace on June 
14th, was remarkable for its success under the 
circumstances, as we had a choir of 2,062 voices, 
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as well as the full orchestral band, although the day 
was dismal, cold, and wet. Had the day been fine 
and warm, we should have done even better. 7 
We have to congratulate ourselves upon the fact ] 
that in thirteen years we have had twelve fine days, 
and only one wet one, for our Annual Festival. 
Nevertheless, taking into consideration all the 
adverse influences working against us, we have 
done more to consolidate our choirs and inspire 
them with resolutions for good and earnest work, 
than might reasonably have been expected. 
With four thousand enthusiasts behind us, and a 
balance in the bank, we may yct hope to do some 
more useful work.

The financial statement was then presented by 
Mr. Croger, the treasurer of the Union. A reduc- 
tion in the bank balance was noticed as a regrettable 
feature, and efforts will be made during the ensuing 
year to augment rather than decrease the amount 
available. The greater portion of the work of the 
Union is done without fee or reward, the only pay- 
ment being to cover the cost of the necessary clerical 
labour involved in conducting the affairs of the 
Union. 

A little disappointment was expressed by some of 
the audience in the matter of the sale of railway 
tickets, and various suggestions were made as to 
increasing the sales for the next festival. The re- 
port and balance sheet were unanimously adopted 
on the proposal of Mr. E. Minshall, seconded by 
Mr. C. A. Cramp. 

The next item was the presentation of the report 
of the scrutineers (Messrs. Ainger and Clark) of the 
ballot for officers and committee for the coming 
year. The following results were announced, after 
an expression of pleasure that increased interest had 
been shown by the receipt of a larger number of 
voting papers than usual.

A. Cramp, C. W. Harris, A. L. Cowley—all valued 
and useful workers in connection with the Union. 

Active preparations are being made in connection 
with the next festival, the date of which is expected 
to be fixed very shortly, and definite efforts are to 
be made to enlarge the scope of the operations of

Manchester Monconformist Choir Union. 


THIS Union held their third Annual Festival in the 
Free Trade Hall on Saturday, October 18th. The 
general excellence of the choral work, with very 
few exceptions, reflected much credit on the musical 
intelligence of the choir and on the capabilities of 
its conductor, Mr. Granville Humphreys. The 
soloists were Madame Sadler-Fogg, soprano, Mr. 
Harold Wilde, tenor, and Mr. Arthur Catterall, 
violin. Mendelssohn’s cantata “ As the hart pants” 
occupied the first part of the evening, and Madame 
Sadler-Fogg’s clear, fresh voice was heard to par- 
ticular advantage in the aria “ For my soul thirsteth,” 
and in the quintette “ The Lord hath commanded,” 
in co-operation with Messrs. Cochran, Fitton, Pear- 
son, and Parker. The choruses were well sung with 


the partial exception of the last, in which a fugue 
occurs, beginning at the words “Prais’d be the 
Lord,” and here the entries of the altos and basses 
were weak, 


Mr. Harold Wilde well merited the 


enthusiastic applause he received for his singing of 
“The Flower Song” from “Carmen,” where he 
found room for the expression of his dramatic and 
vocal capabilities. The most pleasing of the items 
given by the choir were the part-song “ Hunting 
Song ” (Mendelssohn) and the chorus “ Hail, bright 
abode” from “ Tannhauser.” Both showed careful 
preparation and were excellently sung. In a some- 
what lighter vein the serenade, “ Maiden fair, O 
deign to tell” (Haydn), was interesting. Mr. Arthur 
Catterall gave a brilliant rendering of Sarasate’s 
“ Zigennerweisen,” the technical difficulties of which 
were overcome with considerable facility. The Stand 
Independent Church Choir sang a part song, “ The 
river floweth strong, my love,” by Rogers, with pre- 
cision, but rather exaggerated expression. Mr. J. 
H. Gladney was an efficient accompanist. Mr, J. 
W. Turner at the organ rendered admirable service, 
and Mr. A. Bengel Ingham’s recital was much 
enjoyed. 
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Ain Organist’s Holiday Impressions. 


fy] AM sitting on the pier of a northern 
sea-side resort listening to the band, 
and it has occurred to me that if I 
jotted down the musical experiences 
of this year’s holidays, some of the 
JOURNAL readers might peruse them 
with interest. If I premise my notes by saying that 
besides being musical I am very fond of architecture, 
your readers will more readily understand the con- 
text. So, with my knee for a desk, a fountain pen, 
a supply of note-paper, I commence by saying that 
] and my wife left the North by one of those excel- 
lent Midland dining car trains for London, stayed 
all night, left next morning for Newhaven, thence 
sailed by steamer for Dieppe. What a lovely day it 
was—brilliant sunshine, a gentle breeze, calm sea— 
an ideal day for us, who were in need of recupera- 
tion. Near the French coast we had a little heat 
mist, so were treated to a selection of “ fog-horn” 
music, which struck me as being sadly deficient in 
melody. However, we had plenty of tone, of a kind, 
to compensate. On landing we had sunshine again, 
and at once took our places in a comfortable second- 
class compartment, and shortly steamed slowly 
through that quaint French town. In a few minutes 
we were travelling in a lovely undulating, wooded 
country, beautifully cultivated. We passed some 
charmingly picturesque towns, and ere long drew 
up at the fine city of 
ROUEN, 

It makes an imposing picture, as viewed from the 
railway, the lovely spires of its magnificent churches 
contributing greatly to the general effect. We drove 
to the Hétel d’Angleterre, secured our room, then 
went out to revel in the architectural beauties of the 
city. How delightful! a complete change from the 
rush, bustle, and smoke of our own locality at home. 
We could not resist a preliminary look at the glori- 
ous cathedral and the lace-work in stone of the 
Church of St. Maclou. Back to our French dinner, 
out again, interested in seeing the out-door life of 
the people, cafés in full swing, until a late hour. 

Sunday morning broke with brilliant weather. 
Breakfast, then to the Cathedral. Matins going on; 
a vast congregation, all deeply attentive and reverent 
in demeanour. What a noble edifice, and how well 
it looked, containing so many people! The service 
was, of course, Gregorian ; many priests, in splendid 
vestments of crimson and gold. The choir was ex- 
ceedingly large—156; we counted them, in proces- 
sion. There are two organs, as is generally the 
case in large churches in France. A small organ 
stands to the left of the choir. This is used for 
accompanying the singing, and is never very large. 
I am not sure that I have ever heard any reeds, ex- 
cept in one case. The other organ is in the west 





gallery, very large, and presents a grand, imposing 
appearance, the case being elaborately treated with 
rich carving and many silvery-looking pipes. 
Matins being concluded, a procession of the clergy 
and choir along a portion of the cathedral served to 


commence Mass at 11 o’clock—a much more elabo- 
rate service than the preceding. Now we had the 
opportunity of hearing the noble organ in the west, 
as an interlude was played on it after each piece 
was sung by the choir, producing a charming effect. 
The grand organ was admirably played; always 
devotional in style, the registering being consider- 
ably varied-—flutes, diapasons, strings, and reeds. 
The organ was not quite in tune, or some of the 
stops did not blend very well. The Mass was not 
so high-class as some we have heard. We had a 
beautiful piece, about the middle, for tenor solo 
and chorus, exceedingly well sung, the soloist pos- 
sessing a capital voice, and the large choir giving 
evidence of careful training, both organs taking part 
alternately with thrilling effect. We had a sermon, 
delivered with energy, and listened to with the 
closest attention. ‘The service concluded with a 
fine voluntary on the west organ, during which the 
organist developed immense power, especially as 
regards the reeds. Leaving here, we made a détour 
to our hotel, which I will not detail. After lunch we 
visited the interesting old church of St. Vincent, of 
elaborate details, externally and internally. Here is 
a lovely organ, exquisitely designed. We next pro- 
ceeded to the Church of St. Ouen to service. I 
think this is the most beautiful church I have ever 
seen, at home or abroad. I could not attempt any 
description of this Gothic masterpiece. We had a 
few minutes to spare, and I had a pleasant chat with 
the enthusiastic sacristan. There are two organs 
here also, the choir organ appearing larger than that 
in the cathedral. The west organ is a noble one, 
with a splendid case, with a trumpet stop of hori- 
zontal pipes, such as formerly were to be seen in our 
Llandaff Cathedral. This organ is by Cavaille-Coll, 
of Paris. We took our places in the nave, and the 
choir and clergy entered, the latter robed in crimson 
and gold. 

The service was Gregorian, the chanting 
getting mono‘onous, notwithstanding the varied 
harmonies of the organ. But the west instrument! 
What a surprise we had! Beautiful in tone, and 
played in a masterly manner, what a variety of tone 
and style was displayed—clean, crisp touch ; and how 
he responded to the music at the distant east end ; 
beautiful, slow legato movements, then allegro; 
next something almost in toccata form. The choir 
was not large, but effective, and the tout ensemble 
excellent. The concluding voluntary was a masterly 
performance. I congratulated the sacristan on 
both organ and organist, when he surprised me by 
telling me that the organist was quite blind. He is 
a delightful performer; and the memory of our visit 
to the Church of St. Ouen is very pleasant. 

We next visited the Church of Bonsecours, a fine 
Gothic edifice on a hill some three miles distant. 
This church was full to the doors; an elaborate 
service, connected with the first Communion of 
some thirty young girls, was going on. There was 
a procession and much singing, two organs playing 
alternately. I could see the organist playing the 
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choir instrument, ne I failed to locate the organ. 
I concluded that it was either below or up in the 
triforium. It sounded fairly well, but he did not 
display much ability. The organist up in the west 
played ff throughout, and became monotonous, so 
we came out. This is a beautiful church. 

We returned to the city, passing several cafés in 
full swing of drinking, smoking, and music. 

DREUX 

Next day, forenoon, we left by train for Dreux. 
Arrived there, we visited, amongst other places, the 
Church of St. Pierre. It is old and large, contain- 
ing an organ of very beautiful design, in carved oak 
and bright metal pipes. Our chief object was the 
Chapel Royal of the Orleans family, a splend.d 
Gothic church, standing on a hill, and containing 
lovely monuments, stained windows, and an organ 
by Cavaille Coll. We had refreshments and pro- 
ceeded by train to 


CHARTRES. 

Here is a magnificent cathedral of the first order, 
large, elaborate, and beautiful. We could only hear 
matins here, which were well accompanied on a large 
harmonium. We even had a fairly long interlude, 
nicely played too. I believe there is a small organ 
hid away amongst the stalls somewhere; if so, I 
would have preferred it to the harmonium. High 
up, about forty to fifty feet, the grand organ is 
bracketed out from the triforium, above the third 
arch in the nave. It is an imposing looking instru- 
ment, and I greatly regretted not being able to hear 
it played. We slowly walked round the ambulatory, 
and were lost in admiration of the extraordinary 
wealth of stone carving here, which is, I believe, 
unique. We next visited the fine old Church of St. 
Pierre, which contains only one organ. We left 
here by train for Paris, and returned to England by 
Calais-Dover route, delighted with our little tour.

METROPOLITAN. 
BARNSBURY, N.—Offord Road Chapel held its 
harvest festival services on September 28th and 2gth. 


The church has passed through many vicissitudes 
since the palmy days of long ago, and its present 
fortunes are rather low; but fresh hopes and expecta- 
tions are centred in the new pastor, a thoughtful and 
earnest young preacher, who commenced his minis- 
try on August 31st, and who seems resolved to revive 
the traditions of the old place, and make history for 
days to come. He takes keen interest in the music 
of the church. Mr. Boon believes in the harmony of 
the service—hymns, prayers, lessons, and sermon 
making one harmonious whole. The choir, of 
course, has shared the fortunes of the church, and at 
the present time does not number more than twenty ; 
but the singers are devoted and hard-working, and 
the quality of their work is good. The keynote of 
the harvest festival was a bright and joyous one, and 
pulpit and choir united in, making it a gratifying 
success. The anthems rendered in the morning 
were “QO Lord, how manifold” (Barnby), and 
Arthur Berridge’s “Thou crownest the year with Thy 
goodness,” the solo being taken by Miss Lily Abbess 
with great sweetness. At the united service of church 
and school held in the afternoon, Stainer’s beautiful 
anthem, “Ye shall dwell in the land,” was sung, the 
solos being taken respectively by Mr. E. E. Dear 
and Miss Lily Abbess. A duet entitled “ Where hast 
thou gleaned to-day?” (Bliss), was also sung with 
feeling by Miss Annie Brett and Miss Lily Abbess. 
The evening anthems were, “Glory to God in the 
highest” (from Schubert), and “The glory of the 
Lord” (C. Darnton), both of which were worthily 
rendered. During the day the following voluntaries 
were played by Mr. J. Harold Soul :—Minuet from 
“Samson” (Handel), Slow Movement from first 
Grand Symphony, (Haydn), Air “Semplice” 
(Playel), “ War March of the Priests” in “ Athalie” 
(Mendelssohn), and “Hallelujah” from “ Mount of 
Olives” (Beethoven). The festival was continued 
on Monday night, when the special anthems were 
repeated by request, and Arthur Berridge’s beautiful 
cantata, “ A Harvest Song of Praise,” was rendered 
by the choir, assisted by friends. The spirited 
choruses were well sung, the parts being taken up 
with firmness and precision. 

CHALK FARM.—On Thursday, September 25th, a 
harvest festival was held at Berkley Road Baptist 
Church. The choir rendered Arthur Berridge’s 
cantata, “A Harvest Song of Praise,” under the 
direction of the composer. The soloists were Mrs. 
Alfred Read, Mrs. Liddiatt, and Mr. Frank Clark, 
Mr. Fred Coffin joining them for the quartette. Mr. 
Frank Clark’s robust baritone voice is well suited to 
the opening recitative. Mrs. Liddiatt sang “We 
bring Thee offerings” with great expression, and 
Mrs. Read did likewise with “Thou visitest the 
earth.” In the chorus work the tenor part was weak. 
In addition to the cantata, the anthems “ Sing to the

He will be assisted by vocalists and 
instrumentalists. 

FULHAM.—The Harvest Festival was held Sept. 
21st, when special sermons were preached by the 
pastor, Rev. F. J. Laverack. The church was hand- 
somely decorated, and full congregations assembled 
both morning and evening. After the evening ser- 
vice a short musical service was held, consisting of 
the following items:—Anthem, “Be glad and re- 
joice” (Myles B. Foster); solo, “ Daughter of Zion” 
(N. McLeod), Miss May Willby ; anthem, “ Blessed 
be the Name of the Lord” (J. H. Maunder), with the

At the close of the 
evening service an organ recital was given by Mr. 
Chas. Darnton (late organist), and sacred solos were 
sung by Mrs. Gwinnett and Mr. D. Baldry. The 
church and schools have been thoroughly renovated ; 
new heating arrangements have been made; and the 
organ pipes have been beautifully decorated by the 
skill and taste of Miss Wedlake, of Messrs. H. Wed- 
lake and Co., the original builders of the instrument. 

HARRINGAY.—Harvest festival services were held 
at the Congregational Church on September 21st. . 
Special anthems were sung morning and evening, 
and sermons preached by Rev. C. E. Evans, the 
minister. On Monday evening, September 22nd, 
Thos. Adams’ new cantata, “The Rainbow of 
Peace,” was given by the choir, under the direction 
of Mr. Chas. Rowley, choirmaster of the church. 
The soloists were ies, Harrison Davis (tenor) 
and W. Newman (bass). Mr. Davis possesses an 
exceedingly nice voice, and the music suited him 
well. The members of the choir who sang the 
quartette were Misses Warren and Gammie, and 
Messrs. Bean and Newman. A large congregation 
listened with evident interest and enjoyment. 

HIGHBURY.—On Monday, October 13th, at High- : 
bury Hill Baptist Church, John Farmer's sacred 
oratorio, “Christ and His Soldiers,” was rendered 
by the church choir before an appreciative audience, 
under the conductorship of Mr, Arthur Berridge, 
the Rev. W. Stevenson occupying the chair. Mr.

Bertram Pearce, tenor; and Mr. Ralph Holmes, 
bass. Mr. Ernest Darke presided at the organ, and 
Mr. Ernest A. Cowley conducted. The services 
were conducted by the pastor, Rev. E. Cornwall 
Jones. 

WESTMINSTER.—Services were resumed in the 
Weigh House Church on Sunday, the 21st Sept., the 
anthem in the morning being Sterndale Bennett's 
“ God is a Spirit,” sung by the professional quartet, 
and in the evening N. S. Oakley’s setting of “ Comes 
at times a stillness as of even.” The psalms were 
chanted to Monk inF sharp minor, Stainer in Amajor, 
Travers in E major, Battishill in A major, and the 
Beatitudes and responses to music by the organist 
of the church, Mr. W. Wolstenholme, Mus. Bac. 
Oxon. Since Dr. Hunter became the minister a 
year ago the services have presented a striking de- 
parture from the accustomed form of Nonconformist 
worship in London. His book of devotional ser- 
vices contains many features of interest and help- 
fulness. It commences with thirteen orders of 
public worship, six for morning use, and seven for

Those who visit the 
church will be amply repaid by hearing its eloquent 
preacher, and by joining in quite a unique devo- 
tional service. 

PROVINCIAL 

ABERSYCHAN (MoN.).—A new two-manual organ 
by Messrs. Voules and Co., of Bristol, was opened 
in the Congregational Church on September 25th 
by Mr. E. Minshall, under whose supervision the 
instrument was built. Alderman Daniel presided, 
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and formally unlocked the organ. Mr. Bourton 
(tenor), gave several songs with excellent effect. 
The choir sang two anthems, conducted by Mr. 
James, Mr. W. H. Maliphant, the organist of the 
church, being the accompanist. Though a charge 
was made for admission, the building, including the 
aisles, was packed with a very attentive and appre- 
Ciative audience.

NEWPORT (Mon.).—The harvest festival in con- 
nection with Victoria Road Congregational Church 
was held on Sunday, October 12th, when special 
sermons were preached by the pastor, Rev. H. Elwyn 
Thomas. There were large congregations at both 
services, and the church was tastefully decorated 
with flowers, fruit, and vegetables. Mr. H. F. 
Nicholls, A.R.C.O., presided at the organ, and the 
following music was rendered, in addition to the 
usual psalms and hymns—Morning service: Te 
Deum (Stanford in B flat); anthem, “ Ye shall dwell 
in the land” (Stainer).

The series will consist of the Creation, 
St. Paul, Elijah, Samson, Daughter of Jairus, and 
Messiah. The choir will give selections from these 
works during the services, and much interest is 
evinced in the movement. 

SELLY OAK, NEAR BIRMINGHAM.—The Primitive 
Methodist choir have just held their annual meeting.

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded to the efficient 
organist and accompanist, Miss B. Proverbs, and 
Mr. T. Proverbs, choirmaster, for their services 
during the year. 

_TUNBRIDGE WELLS.—The Harvest Festival ser- 
vices at Emmanuel Church were held on Sunday 
and Monday, October 19th and 20th. On Sunday 
two excellent and appropriate sermons were 
preached by the Rev. John Miley. Special music 
was sung by the choir, and included the anthems 
“Praise the Lord, O Jerusalem ” (Maunder), and “ O 
come let us worship” (Mendelssohn), Mr. Joseph 
Holland being the soloist. The congregation evi- 
dently appreciated the music. On the following day 
a further service was held, consisting almost entirely 
of music. The programme opened with the chorus, 
“How excellent” (Saul) by Handel, and the com- 
bination of chorus, orchestra, and organ proved very 
effective. This was followed by the duet, “ Now we 
are ambassadors”—splendidly sung by Messrs. 

Malpass—and its com- 
panion chorus from Mendelssohn’s St. Paul, “ How 
lovely are the Messengers,” which was very taste- 
fully given by the choir. Mme. Edith Hands sang

manner, after which Gadsby’s “Blessed be the 
name” was well rendered by the choir. In the 
second part of the programme Miss May Jones was 
heard to great advantage in the soprano parts, and 
Mr. Chas. Malpass proved himself to be an effective 
bass singer. The chorus acquitted themselves well 
in all the items, but special mention should be 
made of R. Smart’s “ Praise the Lord, O my soul” 
(which was given with orchestral accompaniment) 
and Mendelssohn’s lovely unaccompanied sacred 
part song, “ The deep repose of night.”

death. They are all very singable, and together 
form a most interesting collection. 

Village Tune Book.—A collection of 100 tunes 
suitable for use in village churches and chapels. It 
is an admirable selection, and ought to serve its pur- 
pose most efficiently. 

Gareth and Linet. A Musical Romance. By 
Henry Coward, Mus.Bac. 2s. 6d.—This interesting 
work was composed for the recent Sheffield Festival, 
when Dr. Coward’s choral forces gave an excellent 
rendering of it. It is written for four solo voices, 
chorus, and orchestra. The composer always writes 
melodiously and free from unnecessary difficulties, 
so singers “take to” his work. The choral items 
are probably better than the solos. Any average 
choral society would find this romance a useful 
addition to their repertoire.
